1977  CYPRUS  COINS  ISSUED 

by  Jerome  H.  Remick,  Ste-Foy,  P. Q. , Canada,  NI  #213 

In  February  1978,  The  Central  Bank  of  Cyprus  released  into  circulation 
copper-nickel  specimens  of  the  1977  dated  500  mils  coin  of  the  Hercules 
type  and  the  1977  50  mils.  5,  25  and  100  mils  currency  coins  dated 
1977  are  expected  shortly.  The  coins  were  struck  by  the  British  Royal 
Mint . 

Orders  will  soon  be  accepted  for  a new  50  pound  gold  coin  with  the 
portrait  of  Archbisop  Makarios.  Specimens  in  Uncirculated  and  Proof 
condition  will  be  struck  to  fill  pre-payment  orders  with  a maximum 
mintage  of  40,000  specimens  for  each  grade. 

Advance  reservations  for  the  gold  coin  may  be  made  with  the  well  known 
coin  dealer  and  numismatist,  Andreas  G.  Pitsillides  (NI  #1269),  P.  0. 
Box  1019,  Nicosia,  Cyprus.  The  coin  is  expected  to  be  issued  in  June. 
Local  demand  is  said  to  be  quite  high  in  spite  of  the  high  denomination 
of  the  coin.  Mr.  Pitsillides  can  also  supply  the  1977  currency  set 
mentioned  above,  and  will  also  service  want  lists.

Author  replies  to  Wachter  's  comments  on  El-Hijaz  C/S 

In  my  opinion  your  questioning  the  existence  of  a documentary  source 
for  the  application  of  counterstamps  on  foreign  coins  circulating  in 
the  Arabian  peninsula,  particularly  those  with  the  Nejd  and  Hejaz  marks, 
is  very  conmendable . I have  to  admit  that  I do  not  know  of  any. 

Mr.  Davenport  did  indeed  include  the  crown  size  coins  bearing  such 
counterstamps  in  his  THE  SILVER  DOLLARS  OF  AFRICA  without  mentioning 
a precise  source.  As  you  noticed  the  particular  specimen  of  the  MTT 
I described  has  the  unusual  counterstamp  feature  of  a rare  tughra. 

If  it  had  been  fabricated  as  a numismatic  curiosity  for  financial  gain, 
why,  I wonder  would  the  Hejaz  mark  overlap  the  tughra  mark,  surely  it 
would  have  been  more  attractive  for  a potential  buyer,  to  have  kept 
them  apart. 

In  any  event,  suspect  as  the  Hejazi  and  Nedji  marks  are,  and  lacking 
official  sanction  so  far  as  we  know,  the  fact  remains  that  miscell- 
aneous coins  found  circulating  in  the  area  during  the  period  of  turmoil 
(the  withdrawal  of  the  Turkish  government  and  defeat  of  their  army) 
went  through  the  hands  of  the  silver  and  gold  merchants  as  currency 
in  considerable  quantities,  and  may  have  been  c/s  then,  with  little 
or  no  control  by  the  government  until  in  1925  the  Saudis  opened  a mint 
in  Mecca  and  order  came  out  of  the  chaos.  Also  I have  examined  such 
coins  in  a well  known  collection  and  noted  that  the  purchase  or  gift 
dates  were  in  the  late  '20s.

WESTERN  KSATRAPA  COINS 

by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell,  Weeping  Water,  Nebraska,  NI  ffLM-1 2 

For  collectors  who  are  not  American  Numismatic  Society  members  and 
who  are  interested  in  this  series  of  Indian  coins,  there  is  a very 
fine  write-up  by  Richard  Salomon  in  MUSEUM  NOTES  22  (1977)  of  the 
ANS . The  coins  are  in  the  ANS  collection  and  once  formed  part  of 
the  very  large  T.  Biddulph  collection.  To  ordinary  collectors  the 
main  value  of  the  article  lies  in  the  excellent  photographs  of  the 
coins.  It  is  still  hard  to  see  good  illustrations  of  most  Greek 
coins  so  these  pictures  are  very  welcome. 

In  the  descriptions  of  the  coins,  where  there  are  traces  of  a Greek 
legend,  the  letters  are  shown.  The  article,  however,  is  not  of  use 
to  anyone  but  a scholar,  since  the  Kharo§thI  legends  are  given  only 
in  the  English  transliteration,  never  in  the  original  script,  which 
would  help  identification  so  much.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Salomon  uses  Rapson's  1908  catalogue  by  the  British  Museum.

NEW  FRENCH  50  FRANC  BANKNOTE 

Submitted  by  Wm.  Haskell 

France  has  issued  a new  50  Franc  banknote,  dated  1976  and  apparently 
intended  ultimately  to  replace  the  1962  series  multicolored  note  de- 
picting French  dramatist  Jean  Baptiste  Racine  (1639-1699).  The  last 
known  note  of  the  1962  series  is  dated  June  3,  1976,  and  is  circul- 
ating concurrently  with  the  new  note.  Only  the  year  is  shown  on  the 
new  note,  a departure  from  the  usual  French  procedure  in  showing  the 
date  of  issue.  Colors  of  the  new  issue  are  predominantly  blue  on 
beige,  and  art  work  is  somewhat  more  stylized  than  the  usual  French 
issues.  It  is  similar  to  P-83  10  Francs  first  issued  in  1972  showing 
French  composer  Hector  Berlioz  (1803-1869).  The  new  50  Franc  note 
may  be  a continuation  of  that  series.  Maurice  Quentin  de  la  Tour  is 
shown  right  on  the  obverse  and  left  on  the  reverse,  with  the  usual 
watermark  within  a scroll  on  the  left  obverse. 
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IDENTIFICATION,  Please? 


This  is  a request  for  information  rather  than  idenf ication.  At  least 
part  of  the  origins  of  the  note  shown  below  is  known. 


Pick  60  Thailand,  no  date,  blue  on  white 


It  is  Thailand  (Siam)  Pick-60,  1 Baht,  described  in  BANKNOTES  OF 
THAILAND  by  Silas  Little  as  one  of  "Series  Seven  Special".  The  note 
was  circulating  in  Bangkok  during  1946  in  conjunction  with  notes  P-31 
through  P-61,  which  included  those  of  the  recent  Japanese  occupation. 
They  were  replaced  by  P-63,  1 Baht  through  P-67  100  Baht,  printed  in 
the  U.S.  and  delivered  to  Bangkok  on  February  4,  1946  aboard  the  U.S. 
flag  vessel  SS  Sovereign  of  the  Seas.  The  notes  were  issued  at  once 
and  appeared  in  circulation  the  next  day.  The  note  in  question,  P-60, 
was  reportedly  printed  for  and  issued  by  liberating  British  troops  in 
1945.  If  this  information  is  correct  this  note  should  be  listed  as  a 
military  emergency  issue.  This  information  came  from  members  of  the 
Thai  government  at  that  time.  Can  anyone  confirm  (or  deny)  this  in- 
formation or  does  anyone  have  information  concerning  the  exact  origins 

of  this  note?  If  so,  please  write  Wm.  Haskell,  6101  Modautal  2, 
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Klein  Bieberau,  GERMANY.  (The  illustration  is  approximately  3/4  actual 
size . ) 


The  following  notes  are  believed  to  be  emergency  or  notgeld  issues  of 

the  Spanish  Civil  War.  However,  the  language  is  apparently  neither 

Spanish  nor  French  (eg  Spanish  spelling  of  "Ayuntamiento",  not  "Ajunt- 
ament";  "Peseta",  not  "Pesseta"),  and  the  villages  (?)  cannot  be  locat- 
ed in  any  current  atlas  or  guide,  nor  does  the  format  altogether  con- 
form to  Spanish  notgeld  issues.  Any  information  pertaining  to  these

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BACK  TO  THE 
PARIS  MINT 

by  W.  E.  Mullccn,  Washington 3 D.  C. , NI  #1040 


In  the  August  1977  issue  of  the  NI  BULLETIN  an  article  was  reprinted 
from  the  August  1852  issue  of  BANKERS  MAGAZINE.  The  article,  which 
described  a visit  to  the  Royal  Mint  in  Paris,  was  itself  a reprint 
from  the  LONDON  TIMES.  The  membership  was  invited  to  consider  two 
questions,  the  answers  to  which  might  be  inferred  from  evidence  con- 
tained in  the  article:  just  when  did  the  author  tour  the  mint;  and 

what  political  circumstances  caused  the  mint  to  partially  shut  down 
its  operations. 

Knowing  his  readers  better  than  I,  our  editor  suggested  to  me  that 
the  response  would  not  be  great.  I chose,  however,  to  think  that 
they  are  just  too  kind  to  deny  me  the  pleasure  I said  I derive  from 
looking  into  things  like  this.  So,  I have  been  left  to  answer  my 
own  questions. 

The  date  of  publication  of  the  article  directs  our  attention  to  the 
period  just  prior  to  August  1852.  The  first  task  is  to  examine  the 
mintage  figures  for  the  Paris  Mint  and  see  if  they  indicate  the  situ- 
ation that  the  author  described  thusly,  "At  the  time  I visited  the 
mint  it  had  refrained  for  about  a fortnight  to  coin  silver,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  National  Assembly  not  having  decided  as  to  the  new 
coinage;  they  had,  however,  been  stamping  about  a million  francs  in 
gold  per  day,  and  a trifling  quantity  of  small  copper  money....". 

The  mintage  figures  reveal  two  occasions  when  the  coinage  underwent 
extensive  changes.  The  figures  are  reproduced  in  Table  1 for  your 
convenience.  The  mintages  for  all  coins  made  at  the  Paris  Mint  are 
listed  for  the  years  1847  through  1852. 

One  big  change  took  place  in  1848.  The  silver  coins  current  from  the 
previous  year  all  show  drastically  lowered  mintages.  Two  coins,  the 
silver  5 Francs  and  the  20  Francs  gold  were  issued  later  in  the  year 
with  new  designs,  and  the  one  centime  coin  (Y-l)  was  introduced  into 
the  coinage  system. 

The  second  change  took  place  at  the  end  of  1851.  Four  of  the  coins 
made  in  1851  were  not  made  at  all  in  1852,  while  four  others  were 
issued  with  new  designs.  A new  coin  denomination,  10  centimes  (Y-17) 
was  introduced. 

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  prove,  by  means  of  evidence  from  the 
original  article,  which  of  these  two  occasions  was  the  time  of  the 
author’s  tour  of  the  mint. 
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A DIGRESSION 


Let  me  first  digress  a moment  to  comment  on  the  inaccuracies  that 
creep  into  the  writings  of  individuals  who  lack  a numismatic  back- 
ground. The  copper  coins  the  author  saw  being  made  were  of  bronze, 
not  copper.  If  he  was  English-speaking,  as  seems  to  be  the  case,  he 
can  be  forgiven  that  error  because  at  that  time  the  small  coins  of 
both  of  the  great  English-speaking  nations  were  still  being  made  of 
copper.  He  says  too  that  the  finished  "copper"  coins  were  also 
"beautifully  milled  around  the  edges".  I doubt  it.  The  only  French 
small  copper  of  that  day  was  the  one  centime  (Y-l)  which  had  a plain 
edge.  I thought  a first  that  this  was  a solid  clue.  I sought  in 
vain  for  a record  of  a copper  or  bronze  coin  with  milled  edge  that 
might  have  been  made  at  the  Paris  Mint.  I am  forced  to  believe  that 
he  saw  milled  edges  on  the  gold  and  afterwards  erroneously  associated 
that  edge  with  the  "copper". 


POLITICS 


Both  of  the  changes  in  coinage  were  brought  about  by  political  upheav- 
al. In  1848  the  second  Restoration  of  the  Monarchy  came  to  an  end. 

King  Louis  Philippe  abdicated  on  February  24,  1848.  The  mint  reacted 
by  stopping  the  manufacture  of  the  then  current  coins  for  they  all  bore 
the  likeness  of  the  deposed  King.  Thus  the  low  mintages  for  the  year. 
The  government  that  followed  was  the  Second  Republic  and  it  reached 
backward  in  time  to  the  period  of  the  First  Republic  for  the  designs 
of  the  three  coins  that  were  struck  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  one  centime  (Y-l)  resembles  C-134,  the  silver  5 francs  (Y-7) 
resembles  C-138,  and  the  gold  20  francs  is  similar  to  the  24  livres 
(c-128) . The  conditions  reported  by  the  author  could  have  been  en- 
countered if  he  visited  the  mint  after  they  had  gone  into  production 
with  the  "copper"  and  gold  coins  and  before  they  began  to  make  the 
silver  ones. 

It  was  not  until  December  1848  that  the  Second  Republic  held  presiden- 
tial elections.  Louis  Napoleon  won  the  presidency.  In  the  following 
year,  1849,  four  new  coins  were  introduced  and  the  5 and  20  franc 
designs,  borrowed  from  the  First  Republic,  were  changed  again.  All 
denominations  save  the  one  centime  then  bore  the  head  of  Ceres. 

The  second  event  that  greatly  disturbed  the  mint  took  place  almost 
exactly  three  years  after  the  elections  of  1848.  It  was  on  December 
2,  1851  that  Louis  Napoleon  overthrew  the  Second  Republic  by  a coup 
d'etat.  It  happened  so  late  in  the  year  that  the  effect  on  the  mint- 
ages for  1851  is  not  obvious.  In  1852,  however,  it  became  apparent 
that  something  significant  had  happened.  Four  of  the  coins  being 
struck  during  1851  were  not  struck  at  all  in  1852  and  the  five  other 
denominations  were  reissued  bearing  the  likeness  of  Louis  Napoleon. 

For  the  first  time  being  Ceres  was  out.  The  mint  tour,  if  it  took 
place  during  this  period,  would  have  had  to  take  place  late  in  1851 
because  the  mint  was  still  striking  the  small  "copper"  one  centime 
which  was  not  made  during  the  following  year. 

I believe  that  the  tour  took  place  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  1851. 

THE  COINING  MACHINES 


Since  some  of  my  reasoning  relates  to  the  capabilities  of  the  mint  and 
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its  machinery  let  me  review  what  the  article  tells  us  of  them.  There 
were  thirteen  presses  altogether  of  which  an  unspecified  number  were 
small  machines  capable  of  coining  3600  pieces  per  hour.  The  balance 
were  large  presses  whose  greater  strength  was  needed  to  form  the 
large  silver  5 franc  piece.  The  large  presses  were  probably  somewhat 
slower  than  the  small  ones. 

The  total  coin  production  for  these  years  seems  to  be  well  within 
the  capability  of  these  presses . Table  2 shows  the  totals  for  all 
mints  of  France  for  1848  through  1851.  The  yearly  output  has  been 
divided  between  those  requiring  large  presses  and  those  that  could 
be  made  on  the  small  presses.  The  table  reveals  two  facts  of  signi- 
ficance to  this  discussion. 

First,  the  comparatively  large  number  of  small  coins  made  in  1851 
could  have  been  struck  using  only  four  small  presses  averaging  about 
2000  coins  each  per  hour.  Likewise,  nine  large  presses  could  have 
coined  the  prodigious  output  of  5 franc  coins  made  in  1849  while 
averaging  only  1360  coins  each  per  hour.  As  a matter  of  fact  the 
machinery  was  capable  of  combining  both  of  these  peak  production 
figures  in  the  same  year. 

Second,  if  the  demand  for  coins  was  high  enough  to  tax  the  capacity 
of  the  Paris  mint,  the  other  mints  would  have  been  called  upon  to 
increase  their  production.  This  did  not  happen,  the  output  of  the 
other  mints  remained  low  throughout  the  period. 

I feel,  therefore,  that  it  was  not  the  limitation  of  the  machinery 
that  normally  determined  the  number  of  coins  produced  by  the  mint. 

It  might  have  been  limited  by  the  lack  of  metal,  or  trained  person- 
nel or  because  the  demand  for  coins  was  low,  but  it  was  not  because 
the  machines  couldn't  make  them.  I believe  that  the  mint  master 
set  up  schedules  designed  to  yield  the  desired  annual  output  of 
coins  based  on  a steady  rate  of  production  throughout  the  year. 

If  my  hypothesis  is  correct  it  enhances  several  conclusions  based 
on  other  evidence. 


THE  GOLD  COINS 


At  the  time  of  the  visit  a million  francs  a day  in  gold  was  being 
struck.  This  fairly  high  rate  of  production  involving  50,000  coins 
of  20  francs  each  or  100,000  of  the  10  franc  size  would  require 
more  than  one  of  the  small  presses. 

If  the  time  of  the  visit  was  the  spring  of  1848,  the  total  mintage 
of  gold  struck  in  the  ten  months  following  the  change  in  design 
amounts  to  only  31  working  days  at  the  rate  of  a million  francs  per 
day. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  visit  took  place  in  December  1851,  the 
mint  was  finishing  up  a large  production  run  that  represents  286 
working  days  at  a million  francs  per  day. 

It  is  much  more  likely  that  the  observed  high  rate  of  gold  production 
took  place  in  1851. 
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THE  SILVER  COINS 


As  stated  earlier,  the  mint  struck  two  different  kinds  of  5 franc 
coins  in  1848.  The  first,  bearing  the  likeness  of  King  Louis  Philippe, 
was  made  for  approximately  seven  week's  before  the  abdication  of  the 
king  brought  production  to  a halt.  Up  to  that  time  the  rate  of  manu- 
facture averaged  about  400,000  coins  a week. 

Since  the  design  of  the  new  coin  was  simply  an  update  of  a previous 
design  the  preparation  of  the  new  dies  would  not  have  taken  long.  A 
week  perhaps  or  two  at  most.  If  production  was  then  resumed  at  the 
same  rate  as  before,  the  total  at  the  end  of  the  year  would  be  just 
what  we  know  it  to  be. 


This  implies  a strong  demand  for  5 franc  coins  and  a steady  output 
involving  probably  four  or  five  of  the  large  presses.  It  also  argues 
against  a prolonged  delay  in  starting  the  production  of  5 franc  pieces. 
The  mint  had  the  machinery  to  catch  up  on  the  lost  production,  but 
it  seems  unlikely  that  the  mint  would  have  been  in  a position  to  pro- 
ceed with  large  numbers  of  gold  coins  - of  which  they  needed  only  a 
few  - while  the  silver  was  delayed.  After  all,  the  dies  for  the  new 
gold  coins  had  to  be  prepared  too,  and  they  entailed  a change  of 
denomination  as  well  as  a change  in  date. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  the  mintages  of  1848  imply  a situation  that  is 
the  reverse  of  that  observed  by  the  author.  He  saw  a trifling  amount 
of  "copper"  while  in  1848  the  output  of  that  metal  was  substantial; 
he  saw  no  silver,  while  the  years  total  was  an  impressive  16,600,000 
pieces;  and  he  saw  a large  quantity  of  gold,  while  the  output  in 
1848  was  a modest  million  and  a half  coins. 

The  situation  in  1851  fits  the  description  much  better.  There  was 
a small  mintage  of  "coppers";  a large  outflow  of  gold  that  fits  the 
million  francs  a day  like  a glove;  and  the  figures  for  the  silver  5 
franc  coin  provide  a neat  coincidence  that  is  too  good  to  be  true. 

If  the  mint  in  1850  had  established  a comfortable  level  of  production 
and  continued  into  1851  at  the  same  rate,  they  would  have  reached 
that  year's  total  mintage  about  the  first  of  December,  just  when  we 
know  that  the  coup  d'etat  stilled  the  presses! 

So,  my  conclusion  is  that  the  visit  took  place  sometime  during  the 
last  twoo  weeks  of  December,  1851. 

EIPLOGUE 


As  Table  1 indicates,  new  coins  were  issued  in  1852.  They  bore  the 
likeness  and  inscription  of  Louis  Napoleon  Bonaparte.  The  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins  refers  to  these  coins  as  the  President  Louis 
Napoleon  coins.  I suppose  he  was  still  officially  the  president, 
but  the  coup  resulted  in  his  weilding  dictorial  powers.  His  new 
constituion  mentioned  the  "emperor"  so  the  Senate,  which  he  appointed,  A 
suggested  a plebicite  on  the  matter  of  empire.  To  no  one  s great  ™ 

surprise  this  resulted  in  President  Napoleon  becoming  Emperor  Napoleon 
III. 

This  set  off  another  revision  of  French  coinage.  The  new  look  was 
heralded  at  the  end  of  1852  by  a small  issue  of  the  ten  centimes  (Y-17). 
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It,  like  all  of  the  other  coins  that  followed  in  1853,  featured  the 
bare  head  of  Louis  Napoleon  with  an  inscription  that  proclaimed  him 
Emperor  Napoleon  III. 

The  total  coin  production  at  the  Paris  mint  that  year  of  1853  was  a 
"normal"  37  million  coins,  the  great  bulk  of  which  were  bronze  1,  5 
and  10  centimes.  This  was  but  a prelude  to  the  massive  efforts  of 
the  next  three  years  when  production  reached  and  exceeded  80  million 
pieces  annually.  I wonder  if  they  had  to  install  more  new  presses 
to  do  it?

INDIAN  COUNTERFEITS

There  recently  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Olivia  Collection  some 
fakes . 

The  first  was  5 Gandhara  punch-marked  coins  (Ar).  There  was  something 
about  them  that  did  not  seem  satisfactory  so  I sent  a sample  to 
Stephen  Album  who  confirmed  my  suspicions.  They  are  illustrated  in 
Plate  1,  No.  4 of  Dr.  Gupta's  COINS.  Mr.  Album  thought  them  cast. 

The  punches  are  less  clear  cut  than  in  the  originals.  There  are  two 
varieties . 

The  second  is  a contemporary  counterfeit  of  the  Amir  of  Sind,  Ahmad 
c. 1009-1029  A.D.,  a dirhem  of  low  grade  silver  (I  believe  the  Sind 
dirhems  are  the  smallest  ever  minted) . Ancient  Arts  has  them  for 
sale,  listed  as  contemporary  counterfeits,  in  List  No.  1,  January 
1978,  # 440. 

I mentioned  this  because  I received  one  specimen  as  a sample  from 
India  8 or  10  months  ago.  A friend  in  Dallas  had  reference  to  a 
hoard  that  had  came  into  the  country.  Scott  Semans  subsequently 
sent  me  one  at  my  request.  I found  it  the  same  as  the  sample  I 
had  received  myself,  and  as  the  piece  1 got  from  Ancient  Arts.  The 
coins  are  all  apparently  uncirculated. 

I thought  it  important  to  collectors  that  there  should  be  a note  about 
each  of  these. 

As  a P.S.  I might  add  that  I bought  a small  hoard  last  year  and  Dr. 
Gupta  pronounced  them  interesting,  and  genuine.

VATICAN  CITY  ISSUES  PAPER  MONEY

Vatican  City  authorities,  for  the  first  time  in  history,  issued  paper 
money  during  the  latter  part  of  1977.  The  issues  comprise  50,  100, 

200,  250,  300,  500  and  1000  Lire  notes  depicting  1958  Vatican  medals, 
1911  Italian  coins,  and  Vatican  and  Italian  postage  stamps.  Like 
Vatican  City  coins,  they  are  good  only  in  the  Vatican  City  area  of 
Rome.

COLDITZ  ON  GERMAN  NOTGELD

The  village  of  Colditz  lies  about  halfway  between  Leipzig  and  Dresden 
in  the  State  of  Saxony,  East  Germany.  It  is  an  obscure  village  that 
has  little  to  commend  it  except  a huge  medieval  castle  towering  above 
the  town. 

During  the  inflation  period  of  post-World  War  I even  this  small  vil- 
lage issued  notgeld.  September  1,  1921,  saw  an  issue  of  six  50 
Pfennig  notes  to  help  compensate  for  the  need  for  small  coins  which 
had  vanished  from  circulation.  On  the  obverse  side  of  these  notes 
is  the  village  coat  of  arms  of  which  the  castle  is  the  major  feature. 
The  village  had  little  other  claim  to  fame  except  that  it  was  burned 
by  the  ravaging  Swedes  in  1637  during  the  Thirty  Years  War,  as  were 
countless  other  villages  in  Germany.

However,  early  in  World  War  II  the  village  acquired  a sinister  repu- 
tation. The  castle  had  been  used  for  some  years  as  a mad  house;  and 
because  of  its  almost  impregnable  position  perched  high  on  a rocky 
promontory,  it  was  considered  escape  proof.  Therefore,  the  Nazi 
government  turned  it  into  a prison  mainly  for  prominent  prisoners  of 
war.  As  it  had  been  deemed  escape  proof  there  followed  inveterate 
escapers  from  less  formidable  prisoner  of  war  camps  who  were  sent 
there  for  "safe  keeping",  especially  a number  of  British  officers. 
Actually,  this  idea  proved  fallacious  as  concentrating  the  escape 
"experts"  with  a vast  store  of  experience  in  one  place  stimulated 
the  escape  business.  Escaping  became  truly  professional  and  led  to 
countless  thrilling  experiences  that  have  filled  numerous  post  war 
books  on  the  events  at  Colditz.  Indeed,  one  corner  of  the  Imperial 
War  Museum  in  London  is  devoted  to  the  ingenious  escapes  conducted 
from  Colditz.

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint,  Box  457,  Station  A,  Ontario,  Canada  KIN  8V5 
is  now  accepting  orders  in  any  quantity  for  its  1978  dated  coins. 
Orders  must  be  postmarked  before  October  31,  1978.  Payment  should 
be  made  in  Canadian  funds  payable  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint.  Post- 
age and  registration  is  included  in  the  price  quoted. 

The  1978  36mm  .500  silver  dollar  commemorating  the  XI  Commonwealth 
Games  in  brilliant  uncirculated  condition  (often  called  proof-like) 
is  available  cased  at  $4.50  each.  This  is  the  only  newly  designed 
coin  for  1978,  although  it  is  probable  that  the  $100.00  gold  coin 
will  be  struck  in  1978  to  commemorate  the  games  since  it  was  such  a 
success  in  1976  and  1977. 

A beautifully  cased  set  containing  the  36mm  .500  silver  dollar,  the 
32mm  nickel  dollar,  50,  25,  10,  5 and  1 cents  is  available  in  BU  at 
$16.50. 

An  attractively  cased  set  containing  the  nickel  dollar,  the  50,  25, 

10,  5 cents  and  2 specimens  of  the  1 cent  in  BU  is  available  at  $8.75. 

The  set  of  6 coins  from  1 cent  through  the  nickel  dollar  in  a plastic 
envelope  in  BU  is  available  at  $5.25.

WEST  GERMANY  Y-113,  AND  OTHER  COINS,  REPORTED  BEING  COUNTERFEITED

The  Bavarian  Criminal  Police  Office  of  the  State  of  Bavaria,  Germany 
has  warned  that  since  the  middle  of  August  1977,  counterfeit  5 Mark 
commemorative  coins  of  Y-113,  the  German  Museum  issue  of  1952,  have 
been  detected.  It  is  reported  the  counterfeiting  is  relatively  good, 
therefore  difficult  to  detect.  Two  means  of  detecting  the  counter-

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Capt.  James  Cook  1728-1779

An  ever  increasing  large  number  of  collectors  are  interested  in  the 
coins,  medals,  banknotes  and  stamps  portraying  Capt.  James  Cook  as  a 
topical  theme.  The  discoverer  and  explorer  Capt.  Cook  and  his  various 
command  ships  have  been  commemorated  on  coins  issued  by  the  United 
States,  New  Zealand,  Australia  and  Cook  Islands.  The  rarest  is  the 
1928  U.S.  50b  Hawaiian  Sesquicentennial  commemorative  which  ranges 
between  $600.00  and  over  $1,000.00,  depending  on  condition.  A number 
of  medals  have  been  issued.  James  Berry  of  New  Zealand  has  designed 
many  of  the  coins  and  medals.  The  first  medal  was  issued  by  the  Royal 
Society  in  1784  and  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint.  Capt.  Cook  is  also 
pictured  on  the  obverse  side  of  all  denominations  of  New  Zealand's 
1940  series  of  banknotes  which  were  used  until  the  decimal  series  of 
notes  appeared  with  the  Queen's  portrait  in  1967.  More  coins,  medals 
and  stamps  will  undoubtedly  be  issued  this  year,  the  bi-centenary  of 
his  landing  off  the  shore  of  British  Columbia,  and  next  year,  the 
bi-centenary  of  his  death  in  1779. 

Two  very  recent  medal  issues  have  been  struck  to  commemorate  the  bi- 
centenary of  his  arrival  on  March  29,  1778  at  Nootka  Sound  just  off 
Vancouver  Island,  Province  of  British  Columbia,  Canada.  Capt.  Cook 
was  the  first  European  to  land  in  what  is  now  part  of  British  Colum- 
bia. The  legislative  assembly  of  British  Columbia  has  proclaimed 
1978  as  Captain  Cook  Bi-Centennial  Year.  Cook  stayed  almost  a month 
in  the  area  establishing  friendly  relations  with  the  Indians  and 
noted  the  possibilities  for  fur  and  lumber  trading.  British  traders 
soon  followed  and  established  a settlement.

of  the  two  medals  recently  issued.  It  was  designed  by  Alan  Klenman, 
3250  Beach  Drive,  Victoria,  B.C.,  Canada  V8R  6L8.  Triple  struck 
specimens  of  this  50mm  medal  are  available  in  toned  bronze  at  $15.00, 
in  .925  silver  at  $35.00,  and  in  a set  of  both  metals  at  $49.00.

each  in  bronze  and  silver.  There  were  also  4 copies  in  18  carat  gold 
and  one  each  in  lead  and  brass.  300  non-toned  single  struck  copper 
specimens  are  available  at  $7.00  plus  $1.25  postage.  The  relief  on 
the  medal  is  quite  high  and  the  detail  very  good. 

The  obverse  side  shows  a profile  portrait  of  Captain  James  Cook  fac- 
ing right  with  the  inscription  "CAPTAIN  JAMES  COOK  R.N.F.R.S.  1728- 
1779". 

The  reverse  depicts  his  ship  the  H.M.S.  Resolution  at  anchor  with 
mountainous  terrain  in  the  background.  The  inscription  reads  "H.M.S. 
RESOLUTION",  under  the  ship,  and  below  "CAPT.  COOK,  FIRST  WHITE  MAN 
TO  LAND  IN  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  AT  NOOTKA  1778".

Victoria  Visitor  Center  Medal:  The  Greater  Victoria  Visitor  Inform- 

ation Center  has  issued  a 33mm  medal,  struck  in  gold  colored  alloy 
by  the  Sherritt  Mint  of  Fort  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  Canada.  Mounted 
in  a plastic  case,  it  is  available  at  $2.25  postpaid  for  those  re- 
siding in  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  $2.75  postpaid  for  those 
overseas . 

Orders  will  be  accepted  until  July  31,  1978  for  33mm  specimens  in 
.999  silver  at  $20.50  postpaid  and  in  24  carat  gold  (weighing  0.9 
ounces  and  priced  at  approximately  $275.00  plus  $2.00  postage  de- 
pending on  the  price  of  gold  at  the  time  of  striking) .

Inquiries  may  be  sent  to  the  Greater  Victoria  Visitor  Information 
Center,  Capt.  Cook  Medallion,  786  Government  Street,  Victoria,  B.C., 
Canada  V8W  1W7 . The  obverse  side  shows  the  familiar  baskets  of 
flowers  which  hang  from  the  lamp  posts  in  the  picturesque  city  of 
Victoria,  situated  on  Vancouver  Island  just  off  the  coast  of  the 
mainland  part  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  The  inscription 
"VICTORIA  B.C.  CITY  OF  GARDENS"  appears  near  the  outer  part. 

The  reverse  shows  Captain  James  Cook  at  Nootka  Sound  shaking  hands 
with  Chief  Maquinna,  chief  of  the  Nootka  Indians  with  whom  Cook 
established  friendly  relations.  Capt.  Cook's  ship  the  H.M.S. 
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Resolution  is  in  the  background.  The  inscription  "COMMEMORATING 
CAPTAIN  JAMES  COOK  AT  NOOTKA  SOUND  1778-1978"  appears  near  the  outer 
edge. 

The  theme  for  the  medal  was  suggested  by  Allan  Klenman  of  Victoria, 
B.C.,  and  the  art  work  was  done  by  Tom  Seymo ns -Bergen . 

In  addition  to  these  medals,  Canada  issued  two  postage  stamps  in  his 
honor  on  April  26th  and  the  United  States  issued  two  stamps  a bit 
earlier  commemorating  his  discovery  of  Hawaii  in  1778. 

In  his  early  years  (1758-1767)  Capt . Cook  participated  in  the  chart- 
ing of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  detailed  surveys  off  the  coasts 
of  Newfoundland  and  Labrador. 

On  his  first  voyage  to  the  Pacific  (1768-1771)  he  discovered  and 
charted  the  coasts  of  New  Zealand  and  the  east  cost  of  Australia. 

He  was  thus  responsible  for  subsequent  British  settlement  in  these 
islands . 

On  his  second  voyage  to  the  Pacific  (1772-1775)  he  search  for  a conti- 
nent toward  the  South  Pole  and  explored  and  charted  many  islands  in 
the  South  Pacific. 

Capt.  Cook  left  England  on  his  third  and  final  voyage  in  his  flagship 
the  H.M.S.  Resolution  on  July  12,  1776  to  seek  a navigable  sea  route 
(a  northwest  passage)  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic.  Capt.  Charles 
Clerke  joined  him  with  a smaller  ship,  the  H.M.S.  Discovery. 

First  they  visited  Tasmania  and  New  Zealand  and  while  enroute  to  the 
American  coast  in  search  of  a northern  passage,  he  discovered  Hawaii. 
He  left  Hawaii  in  February  1778  and  arrived  at  Resolution  Cove  (part 
of  Nootka  Sound)  off  Bligh  Island  just  to  the  west  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land on  March  29,  1778.  He  anchored  there  to  repair  his  two  ships 
and  take  on  fresh  supplies.  He  is  believed  to  be  the  first  European 
to  land  on  the  west  coast  of  Canada.  Cook  and  his  men  traded  with 
the  Nootka  Indians  and  established  friendly  relations  that  laid  the 
foundation  for  future  trading  of  furs  (particularly  the  sea  otter) 
and  exploitation  of  timber.  Cook's  landing  established  in  some 
measure  British  claim  to  British  Columbia  which  was  soon  settled  by 
people  from  England  and  later  secured  the  land  for  Canada. 

Detailed  sketches  by  John  Webber,  professional  artist  on  the  expedi- 
tions recorded  interesting  scenes  with  the  Indians  in  Nootka  Sound  as 
well  as  the  portrait  of  their  Chief  who  is  pictured  on  one  of  the 
two  medals  covered  earlier. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  William  Bligh,  later  to  become  Captain 
of  the  well  known  H.M.S.  Bounty,  was  an  officer  on  the  H.M.S. 
Resolution . 

On  April  27,  1778  Capt.  Cook  pulled  up  anchor  and  headed  northward 
along  the  rugged  coast  of  British  Columbia,  continuing  around  Alaska, 
and  then  across  the  Bering  Strait  to  the  Asian  mainland.  Cold 
weather  forced  him  to  head  southward,  and  he  was  killed  in  an  un- 
fortunate shore  scuffle  with  Hawaiian  natives  on  February  14,  1779. 
Capt.  Clerke,  skipper  of  the  H.M.S.  Discovery,  also  died  in  1779. 
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DIE  VARIETIES  OF  BRITISH  INDIAN 
COINAGE  1938  to  1947

The  British  Indian  coins  of  King  George  VI  show  many  major  die  var- 
ieties which  occur  not  only  on  individual  coins  but  also  on  two  or 
three  denominations  which  were  issued  in  the  same  year.  In  this 
article  only  the  main  varieties  are  classified,  not  varieties  of  in- 
dividual coins  except  in  certain  significant  issues.  I have  divided 
the  coinages  into  five  main  series  and  two  sub-series,  characterized 
by  major  changes  in  design  and  metal  alloys.  ( ) indicates  that  only 
proofs  are  known.

**The  1/4,  1/2  and  1 Rupee  coins  are  changed  from  silver  to 
pure  nickel  in  order  to  repay  the  U.S.A.  for  their  silver 
loans  during  WWII.  They  have  new  designs. 

Some  of  these  many  varieties  have  already  been  catalogued,  such  as 
the  head  in  high  relief  or  low  relief,  and  the  varieties  in  the  crown 
on  the  1 Pice  coin,  but  many  of  the  other  varieties  are  published  here 
for  the  first  time. 

Varieties  to  look  for  are: 

1)  Narrow  or  wide  rims;  some  transitional  coins  have  narrow  rim  on 
the  obverse  but  wide  rim  on  the  reverse.  Earlier  coins  have 
narrow,  wire  rims  on  both  sides,  but  later  coins  have  wide, 
thick  rims  on  both  sides  of  the  silver  coins. 

2)  Border  flower  design  on  reverse  in  low  relief:  the  leaves  be- 

tween the  flowers  are  line  drawings;  or  in  high  relief,  with 
the  leaves  thick  and  raised  on  the  silver  coins.  This  high 
relief  is  mostly  associated  with  wide  rims  on  the  coins.  Both 
features  were  initiated  to  give  better  wearing  qualities  to  the 
.500  fine  silver  coins. 

3)  Serifed  or  sans-serif  lettering  on  the  silver  coins  of  1943- 
1944.  This  is  a major  change  in  typeface  which  has  apparently 
gone  unnoticed  in  articles  by  other  authors.  The  sans-serif 
typeface  was  adopted  to  give  a stronger  appearance  to  the  form- 
erly delicate  lettering  with  serifs  which  tended  to  break  in 
the  dies. 

4)  The  new  die  varieties  onthe  1945  coinage  also  seem  to  have  been 
unnoticed  by  other  writers.  I have  read  many  articles  on 
Indian  coins  over  the  past  18  years  but  these  features  outlined 
above  have  not  appeared  in  articles  which  I have  seen.  Neither 
has  the  two  major  date  varieties  of  the  1945  coinage  been  pub- 
lished, other  1945-dated  coins  may  occur  with  the  long-tailed 
"9"  and  "5",  but  I have  seen  them  on  only  one  1/2  Rupee,  and 
two  1 Rupee  coins  after  examining  hundreds  of  these  coins  over 
the  past  ten  years.  They  must  be  very  scarce. 

I have  only  listed  major  varieties  shared  in  common  by  two  or  more 
denominations.  There  are  a great  many  other  varieties  on  individual 
coins;  for  example  in  the  number  of  teeth  on  the  edge  of  silver  coins 
with  reeded  edges,  the  decorations  in  the  four  corners  of  the  two- 
annas  coins  which  vary  by  year  and  mint,  and  large  and  small  dates 
on  this  denomination  in  1944  and  1946.  There  are  two  major  varieties 
of  the  1 Rupee  dated  1941,  one  is  like  the  1940  coins,  but  the  other 
is  a new  variety,  particularly  in  the  Persian  text. 

All  coins  dated  1947  continued  to  be  minted  with  a frozen  date  until 
1949,  and  the  Lahore  Mint  became  the  Pakistan  Mint  in  1949.  Dates 
and  mintage  figures  for  coins  often  do  not  correspond  with  the  actual 
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dates  that  they  were  minted,  for  example  brass  1/2,  1 and  2 Anna 
coins  were  minted  in  1941  and  1945,  and  cupronickel  1 and  2 Annas 
were  minted  in  1942 !

WEST  GERMAN  COMMEMORATIVES  ANNOUNCED  THROUGH  1981

The  West  German  Government  has  recently  announced  commemorative  coin 
issues  for  the  next  four  years,  in  their  5 Mark  series.  Two  issues 
will  be  released  per  year  through  1981,  the  first  by  the  Munich  Mint 
in  May  1978,  to  celebrate  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Ger- 
man statesman  Gustav  Stresemann  (1878-1929);  the  second  in  the  fall 
to  commemorate  the  225th  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Balthasar 
Neumann . 

In  1978,  a commemorative  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
German-born  physicist  Albert  Einstein  (1879-1955)  will  be  released 
in  the  spring  followed  by  a fall  issue  commemorating  150  years  of 
the  German  Archeological  Institute  in  Berlin. 

The  1980  issues  will  include  one  to  celebrate  the  750th  anniversary 
of  the  death  of  Walther  von  der  Vogelweide,  famous  German  Minnesanger 
or  lyric  poet  and  musician  from  the  Middle  Ages.  In  1930  Germany 
struck  a three  reichsmark  silver  coin  (Y-71)  to  commemorate  the  700th 
anniversary,  and  Austria  released  a silver  2 schilling  coin  (Y-71)  of 
similar  design  the  same  year.  A second  5 mark  coin  in  1980  will 
commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  completion  of  the  Cologne 
Cathedral,  over  600  years  in  the  building. 

Scheduled  for  1981,  is  a 5 mark  commemorative  of  the  death  of  Gotthold 
Ephraim  Lessing  (1729-81),  German  critic,  dramatist  and  precursor  of 
classicism.  Lessing  has  also  been  honored  on  an  earlier  German  coin 
issue.  A silver  3 Reichsmark  (Y-62)  and  a silver  5 Reichsmark  (Y-63) 
were  released  in  1929,  in  commemoration  of  the  birth  of  the  renowned 
philosopher,  born  January  22,  1729  in  Kamenz  and  deceased  February 
15,  1781,  in  Braunsweig. 

Also  scheduled  for  issue  in  1981,  a 5 Mark  coin  to  commemorate  the 
150th  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Prussian  statesman  Baron  Reichs- 
freiherr  Friedrich  Karl  von  und  zum  Stein  (1757-1831).  Stein  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  early  social  reforms  in  Germany,  includ- 
ing the  end  of  hereditary  subjection  and  limitation  of  citizen's 
personal  rights.  He  arranged  a system  of  free  trade,  self-government 
for  towns  and  complete  reorganization  of  the  state  administration. 
Stein  has  appeared  on  a 3 Reichsmark  coin  (Y-75)  in  silver,  released 
in  1931,  and  a series  of  notgeld  coins  issued  by  the  Province  of 
Westfalen  in  1921-22.  These  latter,  in  aluminum,  and  later  bronze, 
were  denominated  50  Pfennig,  1,  5,  10,  100  and  500  Mark,  with  the 
head  of  Stein  on  the  obverse,  similar  to  the  3 Reichsmark  1931  issue, 
and  with  the  value  and  rampant  horse,  symbol  of  Westfalen,  on  the 
reverse .

Symbols  & Realities 


ATHENS  - 450  B.C.

The  coinage  of  ancient  Greece  reflected  the  political  organization 
of  their  times.  Greece  was  then  a region  of  many  city-states,  each 
with  a small  outlying  district.  None  of  these  were  very  large. 

Athens  was  considered  a giant  with  a population  now  estimated  at 
250,000. 

The  population  of  Athens,  however  modest,  was  still  far  in  excess 
of  her  ability  to  produce  food,  so  she  had  to  trade  or  starve.  As 
as  result,  Athens  had  to  develop  a coinage  that  would  be  well  known 
and  universally  accepted  in  order  to  expedite  transactions  of  her 
commercial  interests.  In  this,  Athens  was  fortunate  because  there 
were  silver  mines  in  the  mountains  south  of  the  city  and  these  en- 
abled her  to  strike  a plentiful  silver  coinage  of  good  metal  and 
established  weight.  (The  Greeks  rarely  struck  in  gold  or  bronze  - 
even  the  small  change  was  silver.)  The  largest  denomination  of  the 

standard  coin,  the  drachma, 
was  in  multiples  of  four  - the 
tetradrachma  (see  illustration) . 
The  tetradrchma  was  a bit  lar- 
ger than  a US  25  cent  piece  and 
approximately  2-1/2  times  its 
weight.  Athenian  coins  were 
normally  struck  in  almost  pure 
silver . 

The  themes  and  symbols  on  Greek 
coins  changed  very  little.  The  images  shown  were  usually  symbolic 
of  the  city  and  usually  referred  to  the  deities  which  were  considered 
patrons  of  the  minting  city.  In  Athens  the  special  deity  was,  of 
course,  Athena.  It  is  Athena  we  see  on  the  obverse  of  the  illustrat- 
ed tetradrachma.  This  particular  coin  was  struck  during  the  golden 
age  of  Athens  (ca.  450  B.C.)  during  the  lifetimes  of  Socrates, 
Pericles,  Aeschylus,  etc.  The  Parthenon  and  most  of  the  buildings 
on  the  acropolis  were  being  built  or  rebuilt  at  about  the  time  the 
coin  was  struck.  Much  of  the  city  had  been  destroyed  during  the 
second  Persian  invasion  in  480  B.C.  Much  of  the  symbolism  on  the 
Athenian  coinage  (which  usually  employed  the  same  devices  as  the 
tetradrachma)  was  related  to  the  first  invasion  in  490  B.C.  in 
which  the  Athenians,  virtually  alone,  turned  back  the  Persian  landing 
forces  on  the  plain  of  Marathon.  This  explains  the  laurel  leaves  in 
the  helmet  of  Athena  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  bears  an  image  of 
Athens'  sacred  bird,  the  owl  (Athena  was  the  goddess  of  wisdom), 
and  the  first  three  letters  in  the  Greek  spelling  of  Athens.  Less 
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obtrusive  are  two  additional  symbols  of  Marathon.  The  waning  crescent 
moon  is  a jibe  at  the  Spartans.  Sparta  had  promised  to  send  her  army 
to  fight  against  the  Persians,  but  refused  to  yield  to  Athenian  warn- 
ings that  the  invasion  was  imminent  and  insisted  on  holding  a relig- 
ious festival  before  the  army  could  march.  As  a result  the  Athenians 
stood  virtually  alone.  The  olive  branch  above  the  owl  and  moon  sig- 
nifies several  things.  Olives,  since  they  are  slow-growing  and  thus 
very  vulnerable  to  wartime  destruction,  were  sacred  to  Athena  since 
peace,  the  Greeks  felt,  could  usually  be  equated  with  wisdom.  Olive 
oil  was  also  the  staple  export  of  Athens.  The  olive  branch  may  also 
symbolize  an  event  during  the  second  Persian  invasion  of  480  B.C. 

The  Persians  burned  the  city  and  acropolis  and  when  the  Athenians 
returned  after  the  combined  Greek  forces  (mostly  the  Athenian  navy) 
had  defeated  the  Persians  again  it  was  a bittersweet  homecoming.  The 
Athenians  took  heart  again  to  rebuild  their  city  when  they  found  that 
the  sacred  olive  tree  of  Athena  on  the  scorched  acropolis  had  re- 
solutely put  new  shoots  forth  and  had  begun  to  bloom  again.

feits  are  noted  as  the  letter  "N"  in  the  world  "NATION"  on  the  ob- 
verse has  two  lines  on  the  middle  stroke  of  the  letter  while  in  the 
inscription  on  the  rim,  the  arabesque  between  the  words  "RECHT"  and 
"UND"  is  not  centered  and  the  latter  word  is  smaller. 

The  "Germanisches  Museum"  (Y-113)  issue  of  1952  was  struck  in  Munich 
(mintmark  D)  as  the  first  of  the  current  series  of  commemoratives 
issued  by  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany.  It  is  the  scarcest  of 
the  series,  only  200,000  having  been  struck,  and  selling  currently 
for  around  DM  800  ($400.00  US).  A genuine  coin  is  29mm  in  diameter, 
weighs  11.2  grams  and  is  .625  silver  and  .375  copper. 

Any  person  locating  such  counterfeits  are  asked  to  contact  the  Bayer - 
isches  Landeskriminalamt,  -SG  72-,  Postfach  225,  Munich  19,  Germany. 

Also  recently  reported  are  counterfeit  YS-41  Prussia  1888A  2 Mark  in 
proof  showing  Wilhelm  II  and  YS-8  Reuss-Greiz  2 Mark  1899A  with  bust 
of  Heinrich  XXIII.  The  1901  date  of  the  latter  has  previously  been 
reported  as  counterfeited. 

The  3 Mark  YS-10  1909A  of  the  same  series  with  the  head  of  Heinrich 
XXIV  is  also  reported  in  counterfeit  currently. 

The  Deutsches  Reich  50  Pfennig  Y15,  which  is  one  of  the  rarest  German 
series  coin,  next  to  Y-42  (the  50  Reichspf enning  of  1924-25)  also  has 
been  reported  as  currently  being  counterfeited.  It  has  further  been 
reported  these  counterfeits  appear  expertly  done  and  hence  exceeding- 
ly difficult  to  detect. 

In  December  1977,  two  brothers,  14  and  19  years  old,  were  apprehended 
by  the  Bavarian  Criminal  Police  after  successfully  counterfeiting 
crude  reproductions  of  50  Pfennig,  1,  2 and  5 Mark  coins  from  aluminum 
and  lead.  They  were  caught  after  an  attempt  to  pass  the  counterfeit 
coins  at  a news  stand .

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

ONORI  E GLORIE,  by  Dr . A.  de  Spada.  Limited  Edition  1000  copies. 
Numbered  and  signed.  210pp.  94  full  page  photographs.  56  actual 

size  reproductions  and  11  plates  of  drawings.  Italian  and  English 
text.  Grain  Morocco  leather  covers  with  slip  case.  £115  (c.  $225.). 

For  anyone  who  has  the  money  and  who  likes  beautiful  books  - as  well 
as  numismatics  - here  is  one  of  the  most  lovely  works  to  come  on  the 
market  in  years.  It  is  a masterpiece  of  modern  technique  in  printing, 
binding,  photography  and  illustrating.  I would  suppose  that  artistic- 
ally it  will  vie  with  some  of  the  great  classics  of  printing  of  all 
time. 

The  book  deals  specifically  with  decorations  and  orders  of  chivalry 
only.  The  specimens  dealt  with  are  all  in  the  authors  own  specialised 
collection  and  this  volume  would  seem  to  be  the  first  of  a series  of 
four  that  Dr.  Spada  is  writing.  It  deals  specifically  with  the  great 
Duchies  of  Italy  - Parma,  Lucca,  Modena,  Mantua,  Tuscany;  the  Republic 
of  Venice  and  the  Papal  States,  together  with  the  Kingdom  of  Two 
Sicilies  and  that  of  Sardinia  and  Italy.  The  various  orders  represent 
some  of  the  artistic  "cream"  of  all  time  in  the  field  of  numismatics, 
as  well  as  recording  some  of  the  fascinating  history  of  the  area  where 
the  Renaissance  began  and  from  which  our  contemporary  culture  springs, 
even  though  the  roots  go  back  to  Greece  and  Rome.

WORLD  WAR  II  MILITARY  CURRENCY,  by  Fred  Schwan  and  Joe  Boling.  Pub- 
lished by  BNR  Press,  Box  157,  Portage,  Ohio  43451.  Price  to  be 
established . 

World  War  II  Military  Currency , an  in-depth  new  study  of  the  military 
and  emergency  issues  of  the  second  world  war,  is  in  final  preparation 
stages.  The  new  comprehensive  catalog  is  by  currency  collectors 
Fred  Schwan  and  Joe  Boling  with  contributions  by  many  notable  col- 
lectors from  around  the  world.  The  book  is  scheduled  for  release 
in  June  by  the  BNR  Press. 

The  book  features  catalog  listings  of  thousands  of  issues  and  var- 
ieties brought  about  by  the  war.  Army,  occupation  and  liberation 
currencies  are  listed  in  detail  for  both  the  Allied  and  Axis  powers. 
The  listings  are  arranged  by  issuing  authority  with  colonies  listed 
under  the  mother  country.  An  additional  section  lists  the  issues  of 
occupied  nations  under  Axis  influence. 

The  Allied  section  includes  issues  which  have  been  known  for  many 
years  but  also  uncovers  some  completely  new  issues . Other  notes  are 
classified  as  emergency  issues  for  the  first  time  based  on  new  dis- 
coveries. Of  particular  interest  to  collectors  will  be  the  detailed 
treatment  of  many  varieties  which  have  not  been  recognized  by  other 
catalogs . 

. An  innovative  listing  in  the  Allied  section  is  of  the  joint  issues 
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during  the  war.  Included  in  this  section  are  well  known  issues  such 
as  Allied  Military  Currency  as  well  as  Foreign  Trade  Payment  Certifi- 
cates, Travellers'  Coupons  and  other  little  known  and  previously  un- 
listed issues.  The  Currency  Reform  of  1948  in  Germany  with  its  sever- 
al issues  is  also  covered  in  detail. 

The  listings  for  Great  Britain  include  many  colonial  issues  which 
have  not  been  categorized  as  emergency  issues  in  earlier  catalogs. 
British  Army  issues  which  continued  in  use  through  1978  are  covered 
in  great  detail  with  several  stunning  new  listings.  The  listing  for 
the  United  States  are  complete  through  the  discontinuance  of  Military 
Payment  Certificates  in  1973. 

The  Axis  section  provides  equally  detailed  and  comprehensive  listings. 
The  army  issues  of  Germany  include  complete  illustration  for  the  first 
time  of  the  extremely  rare  set  intended  for  use  in  Kiev.  The  Italian 
issues  are  highlighted  by  the  rare  issues  for  Egypt  and  Sudan  which 
are  described  in  new  details. 

The  large  section  for  Japan  includes  many  listings  which  are  more  de- 
tailed and  comprehensive  than  those  published  before.  Japanese  In- 
vasion Money  has  become  very  popular  among  collectors  in  recent  years 
and  is  treated  in  depth.  Of  great  interest  is  the  uncovering  of  a 
new  issue  apparently  intended  for  use  in  Russia. 

The  block  letters  used  in  printing  Japanese  Invasion  Money  have  been 
of  interest  to  collectors  and  the  authors  have  listed  all  the  block 
letters  reported  for  each  issue.  The  lists  are  in  an  easy-to-use 
tabular  format  which  should  prove  popular  among  collectors. 

The  Central  and  Federal  Reserve  Banks  operated  in  China  as  well  as 
other  puppet  banks  are  presented  in  new  detail  including  some  prev- 
iously unlisted  issues  and  many  new  varieties.  The  listings  for 
these  somewhat  complex  issues  are  amplified  by  the  use  of  quick 
reference  tables  for  the  differentiation  of  varieties. 

The  final  section  of  the  catalog  studies  the  issues  of  occupied 
countries.  Here  again  are  innovative  listings.  New  discoveries  are 
included  for  Burma,  Free  India,  Vichy  France  and  others. 

The  most  interesting  aspect  of  the  book  is  probably  the  treatment  of 
the  history  associated  with  most  of  the  issues.  The  authors  have 
included  much  detailed  background  on  individual  issues.  Photographs 
of  historic  individuals  and  events  associated  with  the  war  are  also 
included  throughout. 

Many  collector  aids  are  included  in  the  book.  The  introductory 
section  discusses  each  of  the  types  of  issues  and  many  of  the  technical 
aspects  of  paper  money  collecting.  The  final  feature  of  the  book,  a 
catalog  number  cross  reference  table,  should  prove  very  useful  to 
collectors.  It  cross  references  the  new  catalog  numbers  to  the 
Standard  Catalog  of  World  Paper  Money  and  other  recognized  references.

AUSTRIAN  GOVERNMENT  ANNOUNCES  NEW  COIN  ISSUES

The  Austrian  Government  has  announced  the  release  of  four  different 
commemorative  silver  coins  during  1978.  Each  is  to  be  of  the  100 
Schilling  denomination.  In  April  the  700th  anniversary  of  the  city 
of  Gmunden  in  Upper  Austria  (Ober-Oesterreich)  on  Lake  Traun  was 
commemorated  by  the  first  issue,  and  in  July  the  700th  anniversary 
of  the  Battle  of  Durnkrut,  which  took  place  near  the  village  of  the 
same  name  northeast  of  Vienna,  will  be  memorialized  by  the  second 
issue.  The  third  of  the  100  Schilling  issues  will  be  released  in 
September  in  honor  of  the  1,100th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
Villach , a city  of  51,000  population  located  in  the  southern  Austrian 
Province  of  Carinthia  (Karnten) . In  November  the  150th  anniversary 
of  the  death  of  the  music  composer  Franz  Schubert  is  to  be  commemorated. 
Schubert  also  appeared  on  the  first  of  the  modern  Austrian  commemor- 
atives,  a 2 Schilling  issue  of  .1928  (Y69). 

These  coins  are  frequently  listed  as  "non-circulating  legal  tender 
(NCLT) . However,  this  is  not  correct;  they  are  issued  for  circulation 
and  are  received  in  change  in  banks  in  Vienna  in  circulated  condition  , 
although  unquestionably  the  majority  go  into  collections.
